HAVANA. Cuba, February 27.— E. E. 
Major, who is well up on the list of winning: 
owners at Oriental Park this winter, gath- 
ered two more purses this afternoon when 
Twenty Seven and Tony Sue carried his col- 
ors to victory. Twenty Seven's success came 
with the running of the second race, while 
Tony Sue won the fourth. Yerrat rode the 
former and Tommy Burns the latter. Burns 
also had the mount on Bridgette, the win- 
ner of the first race. 

One of the largest midweek crowds of the 
meeting witnessed the sport today, the at- 
tendance being made up in the main by tour- 
ists from the States. The cold weather in 
the North is sending a great number of vis- 
itors this winter, the balmy climate and the 
races at Oriental Park proving the big at- 
traction. The racing conditions today were 
ideal, the track being in excellent condition, 
while the weather was all that could be de- 
sired. 

Tan IT., a first-time starter at the 
meeting, proved an easy winner in the 
third. He was on the outside of the leaders 
from the start and entering the homestretch 
went wide, but finished full of speed and 
was going away at the finish. Pittsburg, 
after beginning slowly and showing early 
speed, tired badly. His effort to get to the 
leaders in the early stages told on him at 
the end. 

KORAN QUITS BADLY. 

Tony Sue. starting for the first time in the 
colors of E. E. Major, made good when she 
beat Acosta a length and a quarter. The 
winner followed Koran to the stretch turn, 
where she moved up on the inside, taking 
the lead and holding Acosta safe in the 
stretch run. Koran quit to a walk in the last 
quarter. A plunge developed on Darnley and 
at one time the layers rubbed the odds 
against him off the card. He was, however, 
never prominent at any stage. 

War Idol made a runaway of the sixth 
Williams sent him to the front in the run 
to the first turn and then rated him along 
until the last sixteenth. At the end the win- 
ner was eased up. Indian Chant was second 
by a couple of lengths in front of Ostelle. 
Lady Rachel was never prominent and was 
taken back going to the first turn, where she 
was outrun. 

Brunner had Alameda Girl under stout 
restraint to the stretch turn, and when called 
en she moved up fast and. easily passing 
her opponents in the last eighth, won going 
away l>y a length from Quanah. which lasted 
long enough to beat Johnny O'Connell by a 
head for second place. The winner was 
backed from 6 to 5 to 2 to 5. 

The best field of the afternoon went to 
the post in the seventh, a dash of a mile. 
Cromwell and Salvo were the ones which 
commanded the most attention. Salvo set a 
fast pace to the stretch, where Wild Cat 
moved up. assumed an easy lead and beat 
Daman by a length. The mile was run in 
1 :38s. which marked a splendid perfor- 
mance. 

TOMMY BURNS’ STRONG FINISH. 

Naviaco sprinted into a long lead in the 
first race and had an advantage of live 
lengths just before making the turn into the 
homestretch. She began to tire at this 
stage, however, and Bridgette, closing gamely 
and with great speed, wore her down and got 
»ip in the final strides to beat her by a head. 
Tommy Burns rode a particularly strong 
finish on the winner. Caimito, the favorite, 
began slowly and was never prominent at 
any stage. 

Twenty Seven proved an easy winner at 
the second race. Yerrat did not hurry him 
any in the early stages, but entering the 
homestretch took him to the inside and the 
veteran, finishing with a rush, drew away 
into an easy lead in the last eighth. Walter 
Whitaker was second, four lengths back and 
but a nose in front of Sovereign II. The 
latter tired at the end. 

John .1. Medraw, accompanied by Mrs. Mc- 
Graw, left Monday for San Antonio, Tex., 
the New York Giants' training grounds, after 
a most enjoyable visit to Cuba.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., February 27.— G. 
Drumheller of Walla Walla. Wash., is the 
latest of the owners of large strings of 
thoroughbreds to announce plans for racing 
hereabouts in the fall and winter. The Wash- 
ington breeder was among scores who in- 
quired of Steve Judge at New Orleans re- 
cently in regard to the Tanforan sport. 
Judge is here visiting. He will leave for 
New York in a few days to get back into 
the horse business. 

Drumheller told Judge prospects were 
bright for racing next summer at Seattle, 
Spokane, Tacoma and other Washington cit- 
ies, as it is expected the legislature now in 
session will do something for the sport. Fol- 
lowing the meetings in the North he plans 
to race at Tanforan. 

Judge sold the Ultimus fillies My Reverie 
and I.ast Effort to Drumheller. They will 
be raced and later used in the breeding pad- 
dock at the Washington haras. The San 
Francisco man was also instrumental in 
putting through the sale of the Superman 
stallion Gladiator to the Washington man. 
Gladiator was the property of J. L. Holland 
and when the owner was approached by 
Judge and Drumheller about selling said he 
would consult trainer William Shields about 
the matter. 

A few days later Holland said the sale 
was agreeable to him and the horse was 
turned over to Drumheller. Gladiator is just 
the kind of thoroughbred that will help to 
build up the industry out this way. He 
is a fine individual, was a racer of great 
speed and is of blood lines that promise big 
achievements as a sire. 

Commando scored remarkable success in 
the few years he was in the stud, his sons 
Celt. I’eter I’an, Superman, Colin and others 
have kept the good work going, and there 
seems to be, no reason why his grandsons, 
such as Gladiator, should not l>e afforded 
the largest opportunities as a stock horse. 

Commando, Barealdine, Musket and Mel- 
bourne are names to attract in any pedigree 
and Gladiator has them all. His dam. Lota- 
wanna, a daughter of Trenton, is from Ta- 
bitha, a daughter of the unbeaten Bareal- 
dine. Lotawanna traces to Melbourne on 
both the paternal and maternal sides, and 
with the phenomenal success of the Mel- 
bourne horse Hurry On in the stud fresh in 
mind, not to say anything of the race track 
performances of the Melbourne horse Man o' 
War in this country, it seems as though the 
Matchem strain is pretty much to be sought 
after these days.

NEW YORK, N. Y.. February 27.— R. H. 
McC. Rotter, owner of Request Farm at An- 
dover, N. J., and who formerly raced a pre- 
tentious string of thoroughbreds, is again 
to become actively identified with racing and 
breeding.

NEW ORLEANS, I .a., February 27. — Addi- 
: tional rain this morning resulted in a deep 
track and many withdrawals from today's 
; card, there being twenty-five absentees from 
the sixty-seven entered. Cloudy weather 
, presaged a continuance of the rain and as 
ja result there was a falling off in attend- 
ance. 

Tath racing was the order, the crest in the 
center of the track being the objective point 
of most of the riders. At times some blun- 
derer attempted guiding his mount next to 
| the inner rail with fatal consequences, the 
horse being thoroughly exhausted before 
traversing much distance. 

The mile handicap for three-year-olds for

Amole was given 
vast attention anil caused consternation im- 
mediately at the start when he bolted out 
from an inner position almost diagonally 
across the track and was away poorly. He 
never figured seriously in the race, though he 
disposed of All American easily enough for 
third place. Vennie was raced into a slight 
lead, but Shamrock held to him closely and 
the pair were never separated by more than 
a neck. On the stretch turn it seemed Sham- 
rock would be the victor, but the weight tie 
was conceding Vennie began telling and 
1 Vennie succeeded in gaining a neck’s ad- 
vantage in the last twenty yards, which he 
retained to the end.

Here and There 
on the Turf 

Needed in New York Racing. 
More Money for Jumpers. 
Canada Offering Better In- 
ducements. 



It is small wonder that year after year 
many of the steeplechase stables are attracted 
to Canada after the close of the spring meeting 
at Pimlico. The Baltimore track has always 
made a feature of its jumping races and the 
liberality of its offerings at all times has as- 
sured plenty of horses and excellent racing. 
But New York has not for several years com- 
peted successfully with Canada when it came 
to steeplechasing. There has been some recent 
improvement and there is hope that the of- 
ferings will be even better this year, but it is 
doubtful if they will even approach what will 
be offered on the other side of the Great 
Lakes. 

This department of racing has always been 
a feature of th? Ontario Jockey Club meeting 
at Woodbine Park, Toronto, and W. P. Fraser, 
secretary and treasurer of that old racing or- 
ganization, has issued a folder announcing the 
distribution of $21,500 in added money stakes 
for this year's seven days’ spring meeting. 

Steeplechasing has always had an especial 
appeal to Canadians and many a good horse 
and the best riders have performed over the 
old Woodbine course. 

The meeting this year will open Saturday, 
May 19, and the Minto Steeplechase, an al- 
lowance race over the two mile course, will 
have $3,000 added. 

A steeplechase is carded for each one of the 
■even days of racing and it has been promised 
that there will be additional races through the 
field if the conditions warrant. Two of the 



races were for $1,000 purses. 

Just how the horsemen responded is shown 
by the fact that in three of these steeplechases 
there were only three starters and with only 
fifty-seven starting in all twelve it is shown 
that the average size of the fields was 4.75. 

Blame attaches to both the owners who 
campaign the jumpers and to- the associations 
for this condition of affairs. 

If New "i ork is going to hold its own in this 
picturesque style of racing there must be an 
improvement in the value of the purses. But, 
on the other hand, the owners themselves 
cannot look for better purses until they are 
ready to offer better entertainment. 

It is claimed that there will be horses enough 
this year to make steeplechasing immensely 
important, and as it becomes important there 
may be a bettering of the purses that are 
offered. What is wanted is better overnight 
purses by the horsemen. There are several 
stake races of suitabl* value offered, both on 
Long Island and at Saratoga, but the over- 
night purses have not kept pace with what is 
offered at other steeplechasing tracks. 

The condition at Saratoga last August put 
plenty of the blame on the owners of the 
stables themselves. Before they shipped to 
Saratoga they knew what to expect in purses. 
The horses were there and refusing to start 
them for what was offered was hardly the way 
to obtain’ better purses.

races, the Woodbine Handicap Steeplechase, at 
two miles, and the Aintree Steeplechase, also a 
handicap, each have $5,000 added; the Lion 
Heart is a $2,500 added race. 

Altogether it shows a liberality that will 
make Woodbine Park a tremendously popular 
meeting for the owners of jumpers. It is a 
liberality that will make necessary a brushing 
up of the offerings over the Ixrng Island 
courses if New York is to have its share of 
steeplechase patronage. 

It is only at Belmont Park and Aqueduct 
that the steeplechasers have an opportunity 
in New ^ork until the opening of the Sara- 
toga meeting in August, but it would be pos- 
sible for these two racing grounds to make 
their offerings so attractive that the best horses 
would be kept at home, instead of being sent 
into Canada. 

New York associations have complained that 
the steeplechase stables have not shown a 
proper spirit of co operation. They have not 
taken advantage of the offerings made, and 
such lack of teamwork is the reason for that 
branch of racing not flourishing as it should. 
The steeplechase stables have answered this 
with the excuse that the purses are not what 
they should be. As a matter of fact, there 
has been a lack of co-operation and both the 
associations and the horsemen are to blame. 

At Belmont Park last spring there were

S. Brown, and for which the Pittsburgh coal 
king’s Kentucky 6tud farm is named, is be- 
lieved to be safe in foal this year to Wools- 
thorpe. Senorita was barren last year and her 
filly by Ben Brush, which would now be a 
two-year-old, died as a suckling, so in recent 
years Brown has had none too good luck with 
this famous daughter of Prince Charlie. She 
is in perfect health and in looks is not sur- 
passed by any brood mare in this country. ' 



Senorita is the same age as J. B. Haggin’s 
Salvator. 

Wyeth has developed into a powerful piece of 
racing machinery and is sure to prove a much 
better horse than he was when he captured 
the American Derby last year. At least, that 
is what his trainer, Enoch Wishard thinks. 
Wyeth has grown some and has spread out 
quite a bit. He is compactly built, of good 
conformation and well balanced. Wyeth was 
turned out after the Westchester meeting and 
occupied a paddock adjoining Cumberland 
Park until recently, when he was taken up 
and placed in training. The horse is high in 
flesh at present and will not likely race until 
he reaches Chicago. He is being pointed for 
the big handicap at Washington Park. Wyeth 
is not a candidate for the Brooklyn or Subur- 
ban Handicaps, owing to the fact that he will 
not be taken East until after those big races 
are run. Runnels, Wyeth’s stable companion, 
has also developed into a big horse of good 
conformation and the fact that he won his 
last five races as a three year-old stamps him 
as one of the best in the Drake barn. Runnels 
is in practically the same races as Wyeth and 
it is likely that these good horses will uphold 
Drake's good record in all the overnight haudi 
caps.

Back Historic Old Farm. 



STABLE WINNINGS FOR 1922 



Sanitation, a Richly-Bred Toung French Stal- 
lion, the Premier Stock Horse, and a 
Remarkable Lot of Mares. 

♦ 

NEW YORK. N. Y.. February 27. — During 
the war William Woodward made an im- 
portant thoroughbred purchase in France 
when he bought Mousse des Bois, a daugh- 
ter of Ajax that was in foal to Sardanapale. 
At that time there was a prohibition against 
the shipment of horses out of France and 
the mare could not be brought over until 
19l!>. At that time she had a yearling at 
her side. This yearling was Sanitation and 
that richly-bred young stock horse now 
stands at the head of the Belair Stud. The 
importation is one that cannot fail to have 
a lasting beneticial effect on the thorough- 
bred breeding industry of this country. 

The first of the get of this young stallion 
will be raced next year. 

It had been intended to race Sarmation in 
this country, but he went wrong in prepara- 
tion and was never seen under silks, though 
in his trials he gave brilliant promise. 

Mr. Woodward did not stop with the im- 
portation of this mare, but he also made 
many notable importations of other matrons 
from both Kngland and France and already 
the Belair Stud, though its first representa- 
tives were sent to the races in 1918, has met 
with a tnnst satisfying success. That year 
only three went from the farm and each was 
a winner. Since that modest beginning the 
Belair Stud has accounted for considerably 
more than 100 winning races and the prize 
money has been almost $200,000.
